Government. by 
General’ Chan, Chai-tong, Re- 
habilitatlon: Commissioner for 
the Western. Region, requesting 
that the Relief, Department be 
a jaan of 
$200,000 out of the relief funds to 
meet the construction of bridges 
slulces along: the public J. 
highway ‘now under construction 
between: Kongmoon and Fatshan, 
This amount will be refunded out 
of the levies to be imposed on 
vehicles that will ply along that 
road as. soon aa the highway is 
opened to.vehicular traffic. 


The construction work of the 
Kongmoon-Fatshan, public high- 
way haa been carricd on in 
different sections for some time 
under the -supervision of the 
Magistrates of ‘Namhoj, Shuntak, 
Hokshan, and Sanwui as well as 
the Mayor of Kongmoon Munici- 
pality, as ordered by the Western 
Region Rehabilitation. Head- 
quarters. The, whole route has 
now been built, and what | re- 
mains to be done is thd construc- 
tion of the bridges and sluices 
which are of considerable number, 
as'the route is intersected by a 
number of. small ivers.. Tho 
total cost of constructing the 
bridges and sluices will probably
